flrst three hours of the sesslom deliv- 
ering his flrst speech in the senate.

The senate passed the compromise 


resolution authorising committee on 
military affairs to investigate the facts 
of the affray at Brownsville on the 
nights of Aug. 13 and 14 last, without 
questioning the legality or justice of 
any act of the president in relation 
to or connected with that affray. This 
action came after the subject had been 
under consideration almost daily since 
the flrst day of the present session of 
congress, and every phase of the ques- 
tion had been discussed on all sides. 
Before the adoption of the resolution 
several 
substitute measures 
were 


voted down. One by Senator Mallory, 
declaring that the president had au- 
thority for his course and acted justly, 
was tabled by a vote of 43 to 22 An- 
other by Senator McCumber, sinaplj 
providing for an investigation without 
reference to the president in any man- 
ner, was tabled by a viva voce vote 
A third by Senator Culberson, simply 
indorsing the president's action and 
providing for no investigation, was 
tabled by a rollcall vote of 46 to 19. 


Mr. Longwoith of Ohio offered an 


amendment to the diplomatic and con- 
sular appropriation bill in the house, 
appropriating $500,000 for the acquisi- 
tion of proper sites and buildings in 
foreign capitals to be used by the em- 
bassies and legations of the United 
States 
Although the amendment was 


ruled out of order, It gave Mr. Long- 
worth an opportunity to emphasize 
his position on the subject. He said

Strong Soldier Killed Himself In His 


Grief at Sight of Dead Mother and 
Her Children, Sayt a Refugee—Criea 
of the Crushed Terrible. 
Miss Grace Barton Turner of. Tas- 


saic, N. J., one of the first three sur- 
vivors of the Kingston earthquake to 
make their escape from the stricken 
city, recently told at the office of the 
Xew York American this graphic story 
Df the tragedy: 


History says that there have been 


more awful tragedies than that I saw 
last Monday and Tuesday (Jan. 14 aud 
15), but if that is true history h::s been 
poorly written, for never haAO 1 rend 
anything half so terrible as that. It 
was so horrible—there were so many 
dead lying contorted and mangled ev- 
erywhere; such fearful wreckage, with 
the whole city in ruiiis and burning as 
Xero's Koine must have burned: such 
desolutiou, shrieks, groans and hys- 
teric prayers! Oh, I guess my tenses 
must have swooned, for no bra:ii could 
conceive of the crazing terror of it all. 


I had been traveling in Jamaica 


with my mother, but we had baen liv- 
ing in Kingston at the Hotel Itoyal for 
several weeks. Mr. Loagley. whom I 
have known since childhood, was also 
stopping at the hotel, and on the day 
of the first earthquake shock he had 
gone to tbe steamship office to book 
our passage home 011 the Sampson. 


I had been packing and was stand- 


ing in tbe bathroom 011 the second 
Boor. Mother was getting ready dowa- 
atalrs. There came a rumble, low at 
flrst, then nearer, and the building b> 
gan to shake. Before I could even 
grasp at the doorknob for support the 
hotel was rocking as though it wore a 
ship in an awful storm at sea. 


I screamed with fright as the wall 


of the bathroom collapsed and crash- 
ed to the ground outside, leaving me 
standing at the very edge of the totter- 
ing floor. ,1 ran to the hall to meet 
mother coming up the stairs. She was 
injured, with a great bruise 011 her 
side. All the time the building trem- 
bled violently, but even in the excitp- 
ment of the moment I remember that I 
could hear the crashing of other build- 
ings, the shrieks of dying men and wo- 
men and a din that sounded like the 
thunder of a hundred falling cities. 
Then our owu building went down. I 
would have beeu buried with my moth- 
er in its ruins, but just then Mr. Long- 
ley, my fiance, came running through 
the wreckage. He caught up both of 
us and carried us to tbe street aud saw 
that we were safe and sound at the 
race track outside of Kingston. 


The terrible cries of those who were 


b^iiig crushed by stone and wood, the 
shrill weeping of women and children, 
stirred my dull sense, and I began to 
grasp the awful situation. My mother 
is old, but she helped me tend the 
wounded. Those terrible cries, I shall 
never forget them! A few feet from 
mother and me I saw « little English 
girl, face all cut with glass and right 
arm hanging limp and broken. She 
was crying bitterly for her mother. I 
secured a quantity of bandages and 
splints from the hospital at the sol- 
diers' barracks after a lot of trouble 
and dressed the wounds of the child.
